REMARKS 



The Applicant has, and encloses (attached to Japan patent application 6- 
68885), an English-language abstract for Japan patent application 6-68885 but the 
individuals designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) do not have an English translations of the 
specification or claims. In the following comments, the Applicant is relying on what is 
apparent from the English-language abstract of the Japanese patent specifications in 
combination with the drawings in the application. Further to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .98(a)(3)(i), the 
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applicant understands Japan patent application 6-68885 (listed under Foreign Patent 
Documents in form PTO/SB/08A) to disclose an integrated method for manufacturing a 
solid, crack-resistant, electrolytic fuel cell. The resulting fuel cells appear to have arrays 
of columns interposed between a flat plate and the membrane electrode assembly (MEA) 
so as to create cavities for the passage of gases within the fuel cells. The applicant 
understands that these columns conduct the electrical current created during the operation 
of the fuel cell stack; that the columns of all the fuel cells are aligned so as to bear the 
compression load of the fuel cell stack; and that conventional internal manifolds are used 
in the embodiment disclosed in Japan patent 6-68885. 



6-68885, as currently understood by the applicant, may have minor relevance to the 
general concept of conventional plate and rod REM fuel cell stack design, but has no 
significant relevance to the invention disclosed in this application..
